EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The application has been amended as follows: 
In the claims: 

27. (Currently Amended) A method for detecting ARP spoofing in a computer network, the 
method comprising: 

receiving a data packet at a network device, wherein the data packet is generated by 
another network device, the data packet including information from an ARP reply, the 
information including a MAC address of a device and an IP address given as a source IP 
address of the device in the ARP reply; and 

analyzing information stored in a database to determine whether ARP spoofing 
occurs, wherein the analyzing is based on a time associated with a first association stored in the 
database and a time associated with a second association stored in the database, and wherein 
the first and second associations include MAC addresses that are identical to the MAC address 
included in the data packet. 
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28. (Currently Amended) A computer-readable medium have having stored thereon program 
code which, when executed by a control component of a network device, causes the network 
device to detect ARP spoofing, the program code comprising: 

code for receiving a data packet generated by another network device, the data packet 
including information from an ARP reply, the information including a MAC address of a device 
and an IP address given as a source IP address of the device in the ARP reply; and 

code for analyzing information stored in a database to determine whether ARP spoofing 
occurs, wherein the analyzing is based on a time associated with a first association stored in the 
database and a time associated with a second association stored in the database, and 

wherein the first and second associations include MAC addresses that are identical to 
the MAC address included in the data packet.
